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Fire Fails To Cover Evidence of Homicide

A local house fire appears to have 
been a cover-up for homicide, accord- 
ing to Executive Lieutenant: David A. 
Early of the Romulus Police Department. 

On Monday, October 5, at approxi- 
mately 6:10 a.m., Romulus firefighters 
were called to extinguish the flames at 
a ranch-style, single-family dwelling in 
the 30400 block of Dorset. There, inthe 
basement, they discovered the body of 
38-year-old Christine Duncan, who re- 
sidedinthe home with hersister and her 
19-year-old son, Fred Bates. 

Duncan's body was transferred to 
the Wayne County Medical Examiner's 
office, where it was determined that she 
had died of stab wounds before the fire 
started. Burn patterns led the Romulus 
Fire Department and the Downriver 
Arson Task Force to believe that the fire 
was deliberately set using some flam- 
mable liquid.

the involvement of Duncan's son, Bates,

when they were unable to locate him or 
his mother's car following the fire. He 
was finally caught and arrested on the 
morning of Tuesday, October 6, thanks 
to a tip from a citizen who had seen 
Bates’ photo on television. 
OnThursday, October8, Bates was 
arraigned in the courtroom of Judge 





Tina Green at the 34th District Court, 
where he was charged with one count 
of first-degree murder and one count of 
arson. He was then transferred to the 


‘Wayne County jail, where he will be 


held without bond until his preliminary 


examination, set for Wednesday, Octo- — 


ber 21, at9 a.m.

Centrally located between DIW's 
"D" and"E" concourses, with an inviting 
blue color-theme, the new facility fea- 
tures interactive displays, models and 
photos, as well as interesting facts and 
information about the Airport, its exist- 
ing services, and its future plans. The 
County's customer service agents will 
continue to staff the facility to answer 
questions and offer assistance to the 
public. 


"We are listening to our custom- 
ers,” said Airport Director David Katz.

Tax Cuts Would reverse y a ai State

The State of Michigan is one of our 
country's leading industrial centers, with 
an economy of over $260 billion. The 
unprecedented growth of the last eight 
years has resulted in increased rev- 
enues, reduced unemployment, and an 
economy which isthe envy of the Nation. 

As the State's Budget Director, | 
would like to offer some insight into 
gubernatorial candidate Geoffrey Fie- 
ger's tax proposals, which would have a 
major impact onthe people of Michigan. 

Mr. Fieger has called for a rollback 
of the State sales tax of two cents and 
the elimination of the single business 
tax. These proposals would result in a 
devastating loss of funding tothe State's 
$32-billion budget. 

Reducing the salestax by two cents 
would result in the loss for K—1 2 educa- 
tion of $2.3 billion, or $1,380 per stu- 
dent. Elimination of the single business 
tax would result in an additional loss of 
$2.3 billion to the General Fund budget. 
Programs funded by the General Fund 
— such as higher education, community 
colleges, Medicaid, mental-health ser- 
vices, and corrections — could experi- 
ence budget cuts approaching one-third 
of their current spending levels. 

Governor John Engler is not op- 
posed to tax cuts. In fact, he has cut 
them 24 times, saving Michigan taxpay- 
ers nearly $11 billion inthe nineties. But 
tax cuts reduce income, and that will 
affect the level of critical services pro- 
vided to Michigan citizens. Mr. Fieger is 
a gubernatorial candidate; therefore, 
his proposed changes must be taken 
seriously. Acareful review of the budget 
process and tax policy is necessary to 
ensure that Michigan's educational, 
human-services, and criminal-justice 
systems are preserved.

Game #2: Grosse lle Devils 

The Romulus Flyers "took it on the 
chin" on Saturday, September 19, when 
they lost all three junior football games 
to the Grosse lle Devils. 

For the members of the freshman 
team, it was another disappointing day. 
Although they were able to score twice 
inthe game — once ona 60-yard run by 
Aaron Rollins — the Devils were ulti- 
mately victorious, beating the Flyers by 
a score of 38-12. 

Head Coach Steve Bednar said 
that his troops would be going "back to 
the basics” in an attempt to regroup 
after the loss. 

In the junior-varsity game, the Fly- 
ers fell just short of upsetting the de- 
fending JV champs. They took a 6—0 
lead late inthe first quarter on along run 
by Georjon Garland, but were unable to 
hold onto it. Inthe middle of the second 
quarter, the Devils pulled ahead, 7-6, 
on a long drive that was assisted by 
multiple Flyerpenalties. Then, with about 
two minutes left before halftime, the 
Flyers threw a costly interception that 
was returned for a touchdown to give 
the Devils a 13-6 lead. Although the 
Flyers held the Devils in check during 
the remainder of the game and threat- 
ened to score on three different occa- 
sions, they could not put the ball in the 
endzone, andthe second half remained 
scoreless.

Game #3: Huron River Yellow Jackets 

On Saturday, September 26, Ro- 
mulus came away with two victories out 
of three in their games against the pre- 
viously undefeated Huron River Yellow 
Jackets. 

The freshman Flyers, stymied by 
the relentless Huron defense, were the 
only team to succumb. One of the few 
bright spots of the game was a long 
touchdown run by Cameron Demps late 
in the second half, resulting in the Fly- 
ers' only score. Although the loss 
dropped the freshman record to 0-3, 
the team remained determined as it 
entered another long, hard week of 
practice in preparation for game four 
against Lincoln Park. 

In the JV game, the Flyers put to- 
gether animpressive win as they brought 
their overall record to 2—1 by beating a

it all this year. Things started slowly for 
the Flyers, who — after failing to move 
the ball on their own opening drive — fell 
behind, 8-0, when the Yellow Jackets 
drove down the field in four plays, then 
followed with a two-point conversion. 
But onthe Flyers' next possession, they 
pulled to within two, responding with 
their own four-play drive thatwas capped 
off by a22-yard touchdown run by James 
Kendrick. When Georjon Garland 
scored later that quarter, Romulus took 
the lead, which it padded late in the 
second quarter when Robert Anderson's 
89-yard run for a touchdown made the 
score 19-8. 

Inthe third quarter, the Yellow Jack- 
ets held true to their nickname by play- 
ing very aggressively, scoring during 
their first possession, then completely 
shutting down the Flyers’ offense. When 
Romulus did manage to score in the 
fourth quarter, on another Kendrick 
touchdown, the Huron team came right 
back with a TD of its own, bringing the 
score to 26—20. Finally, with about six 
minutes left in the game, and looking at 
third down and eleven, Kendrick went 
around the left end, breaking several 
tackles, then ran away from the rest for 
an exciting 58-yard touchdown to put 
the game out of reach and give Romu- 
lus a 32-20 victory. 

Spearheading the gutsy play of the 
Flyers' defense was Georjon Garland, - 
who led all tacklers with five solos and 
11 assists. Coach Wester also praised 
Philip Roscoe and Robert Staffiery, both 
of whom played with casts on one hand 
to protect minor fractures that they had 
received during the previous week's 
game. 

"You've got to admire the heart of a 
child who wants to play while injured, 
even if the doctor says it's okay,” said 
Wester. 

The varsity game was outstanding, 
as the Flyers ground out a tough 13-12 
victory to bring their overall won-lost 
record to 1-2.
